the Spanish manikin wine jugs wer 
made, the art was at its height. Often 
these manikins were of an ironical! po 
litical character or were sutires ov 
leading ecclesiastical rulers. 

These jugs were usually made o} 
thin wood, wax or cement and were 
then covered with leather that had 
been boiled to a pulp. The features 
were then worked in as desired. The 
leather was allowed to harden and 
was stained black and polished. They 
thus became objects of real beauty as 
well as curiosities, Some of these 
wine jugs resemble polished ebony.

One of the most extraordinary gifts 
made on the coronation day of Ed- 
ward I. was that of 500 horses which 
had been used by the royal princes 
and ovher personages in the proces- 
sion to Westminster Abbey.

Despatches describe the methods to 
avert the cholera sndopted by these 
semi-developed Mahomedans, who 
have many superstitions, more of a 
Hindu character than in accordanece 
with the faith they profess to follow. 

A smal]. party of men and women 
arade up and*down following some 
eaders with a long pole from the top 
of which flutters a small triangular 
flag, the very shape of which is Hin. 
u, and a couple of tom-toms; this 1s 
to invoke the aid of nome of the many 
saints these people worship. The 
fact that the pil s carry “‘chatis” 
is due to a brilliant notion arrived 
at by the chief ‘“mullah,” or priest, 
of a mosque situated on the hill 
crowned by the fort of Akbar, whieh 
is seen in the distance. He had a 
vision this year, and in consequence 
it was noised abroad that the tank 
of the holy edifice, which had lain 
parched and dry for some time, must 
be filled if the cholera were to be 
subdued. So inhabitants from vil- 
lages far and near flocked to the 
capital carrying “‘gurrahs’’ of water, 
which were emptied into the holy 
tank whether they had been brought 
from some badly-infected district or 
not. Each villager, feeling that he 
had cone all in his power to avert 
the calamity, returned happily 
enough, little realizing that perhaps 
he was destined to die on his several 
days’ march back or was carrving in- 
fection to his hitherto unaffected 
home from this city cf mud-roofed 
houses, in which dwell huddled to. 
pine some 120,000 exceedingly dirty 
nhabitants, 

What can a civilized nation 4do 
(writes our correspondent) to help 
such ignorant wretches, who will go 
down to the river, wash themselves 
and their clothes, throw all refuse 
into it, and then drink of its water 
in preference to that brought through 
pipes clean and pure, direct from the 
snows, to their very doors? 

The Fatteh Kadl is very typical 
of those in Kashmir. Built up en- 
tirely of: timber and the foundations 
of the piers being boats fillled with 
stones to sink them to the bed of the 
river, the skeleton structure stands 
the strain particularly well when the 
river rises to flood level.

sn HOSES, 


In breeding horses sound pareiits are’ 
necessary for the production of sound? 
offspring. Soundness in one parent 
should not be trustéd to eliminate un- 
soundness in the other, says the Kan- 
sas Farmer, One or both may buve 
beauty of form, and the resultant prog- 
eny may likewise be beautiful, but 
mere beauty is of little Value unless 
associated with soundness and good 
wearing qualities, That “like pro 
duces like” is the well known law ia 
breeding. The use of unsound stat. 
lions and mares in breeding opera: 
tions, whether for the market or for 
farm stock, will produce unsound 
horses to offer on. the market for the 
small, discriminating prices paid fos 
such animals or with the equally um 
satisfactory result of raising horses’ 
that are hardly worth their keep, 

An unsound stallion, no matter how, 
handsome in conformation, how we. 
he may be bred or how many prizes 
he may have won, should be overlook- 
ed positively by the owner of a good 
mare, Transmissible diseases in a stal- 
lion will develop in the offspring. The 
stud requisites in the main are souné 
eyes, hearing and wind. - Spavins, 
sidebones, ringbones, stringhalt, St. 
Vitus dance (chorea) and contagious 
diseases must be religiously guarded 
against. A certificate of soundness ~ 
signed by a qualified and reputable 
veterinarian would not be more than 
a reasonable demand from the breeder. 

This, however, is but one side of 
the matter. The mare must also be

not only absurd, but costly. 

The draft horse is par excellence the 
horse for the farmer to raise. Only 
the blood of the best draft breeds and 
the heaviest and best boned stallions. 
are suitable. Even then the demand 
for extreme weigtits necessitates the 
use of large mares that are good milk- 
ers. In no other way can colts be pro- 
duced with sufficient bone and feeding 
quality to attain the size and finish 
demanded by the markets. Even then, 
as before stated, the youngsters must 
be supplied with the best of feed in 
large amounts from the very first. 
Only the best blood must be used, and 
then every effort must be made tc 
keep the horse gaining from the first 
if he is to top the market.

Relative Cost of Living is Less on 
This Side of the Atlantic in Com- 
parison to Ea®nings—Habit of 
Spending is Greater in America 


Than in England—Shorter Working 
Hours. 


“London.—Copies of the report on the 
cost of-living in American cities based 
on inquiries made in 28 representa- 
tive towns by officials of the British 
board of trade, were circulated in par- 
liament recently. 

The report of 533 pages covers ques- 
tions of the working classes, includ- 
ing housing, retail prices of commodi- 
ties and rates of wages in States, com- 
piled for purposes of comparison with 
the condition of workers. in © Great 
Britain and other countries. 

The conelusions reached are ‘‘The

Memory Verse, !|—Golden Text, | 
Chron. xxix, 9—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


Today we combine the story of Joash, 
king of Judah, in last week’s lesson 
and in this one. He began to reign 
in his seventh year and reigned forty 
years, doing right in» the sight of the 
Lord, while Jehoiada, the priest. in- 
structed him (verses 1-3), but he did 
not destroy idolatry, in the land. 
Our last good king in Judah was Je- 
hoshaphat, who was succeeded by his 
son Jehoram, his first born, who mar- 
ried a daughter of Ahab and did evil 
in the sight. of the Lord and put to 
death his six ‘brothers. He reigned 
only eight years and died a fearful 
death, as the prophet Elijah sent him 
word that he would. It is written of 
him that he departed without being 
desired (II Chron. xxi). 


Jehoahaz (or Ahaziah), his youngest 
son, succeeded him, all his older broth. 
ers having been’ slain by the Syrians. 
He reigned only one year, and his 
mother, Athaliah, was his counsellor 
to do wickedly (II Chron, xxii, 1-4). 
He was slain by Jehu, and when his 
mother knew that he was dead she 
at once proceeded to destroy all the 
seed royal of the house of Judah, but 
Jehosheba (or Jehoshabeath), the wife 
of Jeholada, the priest, and sister of 
Ahaziah, rescued the infant Joash and 
hid him and his nurse in the house of 
the Lord six years while Athaliah 
reigned over the land (II Kings xi, 
1-3; I1 Chron. xxii, 10-12), 

‘Last week’s lesson told us how, in 
his seventh year, Jehoiada, the priest, 
arranged to have him brought forth, 
anointed, crowned and_ proclaimed 
king, and made a covenant between 
the Lord and the king and the people 
that they should be the Lord’s peo- 
ple (xi, 12, 17). They broke down the 
house of Baal, and also the wicked 
Queen mother Athaliah! So the peo- 
ple rejoiced and the city was quiet 
(xi, 18-20). 

We must not confuse our good King 
Joash of Judah with another Joash, 
king of Israel, who began to reign 
over the ten tribes in the thirty-sev- 
enth year of the king of Judah’s reign 
and who departed not from the sins of 
Jeroboam, the son of Nabat, who 


3). .We have a key to the heart of 
house™of the Lord,” which occurs in 
our lesson verses just twelve times, 
if we include verse 16. 

Inasmuch as the king spent the first 
six years of his life in some part of 
the house of the Lord under the care 
the priest of the Lord it is the 
most suggestive phrase in our lesson,. 
and the more so when we remember 
that the kings who reigned at Jeru- 
salem were said to sit on the throne 
of the Lord as king (I Chron. xxix, 

3). We cannot think of Israel as a 
Nation without a tabernacle or temple 
as a dwelling place for Jehovah in 
their midst! One of the first com- 
mands to Moses after the deliverance 
from Egypt and the giving of the law 
at Sinai was, “‘Let them make me a 
sanctuary that I may dwell among 
them” (Ex, xxv, 8). When Cyrus, 
king of Persia, made .a proclamation 
throughout all his kingdom that the 
Jews might return from Babylon he 
said that it was to build the house of 
the Lord God of Israel in Jerusalem 
(Exra i, 1-4). Ezekiel x] to xlviii tells 
of the temple that is to be when they 
shall be gathered from all nations 
never to be pulled up or scattered any 
more, 

When Israel was numbered it was 
the law that every one, rich and poor, 
should give a half shekel as atone- 
ment money as a ransom for his soul, 
and this money was to be used in the 
service of the Lord (Ex. xxx, 11-16). 
This is probably a part of the money 
referred to in verse 4 with which they 
were to repair the house of the Lord, 
for the sons of Athaliah, that wicked 
woman, had broken up the house of 
God and had bestowed the dedicated 
things upon Baalam. 

Joash instructed the preists and the 
Levites to go out unto the cities of 
‘Judah and gather of all Israel money 
to repair the house of the Lord from 
year to year, but this collecting busi- 
ness did not work any better, than it 
does today, and after more than twen- 

y years the work was not done 
(verses 4-8: II Chron. xxiv, 4-7).
